had arisen between Messrs Cornes and 
Co, of Yokohama, and Mr Kimura 
Riyemon over transaction in yarns, 
Every concilistory means having’ been 
tried in vain, Messrs Cornes and Co, 
were obliged to follow the Japanese 
merchant inte the native Courts, as the 
ainonnt of money at stake vas too 
greut, apart from the principle involved, 
to allow of the matter being dropped. 
While the cose was in progress, a de- 
putation of the Yara Guild (of which the 
defendant is President) paid a visit to 
Measre Cornes and Co. proposing a com- 
promise in favour of the defendant, at the 
some time making it cleer that unless the 
compromise was accepted and the judi- 
cial proceedings stopped no yarn deglers 
would be allowed to have dealings with 
Messrs Cornes and Go. in future. It is 
hardly necessary to point out te Buglish 
readers that such a proceeding, tending 
to impede the.course of justice, amounted 
to conjempt of Court. Yet the judges 
refused to take any notice of the affair, 
although giving judgment for the plain- 
tiffs in the suit. " We think the Court is 
to blame for not taking this opportunity 
to put downs pernicious custom, wit 

which we are too jamiliar in the East, 
and which, if persisted in, is aura to 
prove a stumbling-block to Japanese 
commercial progress. It is, of course, 
impossible to put down ~ boyestt- 
ing. With oll its machinery to 
ivo effect to.1ts behests, the British 
overnment hag been unsuccessful 
in eradicating. boycotting. in Ireland; 
and until the people who enter into these 
oppressive combinations develop intel- 
ligence-envegh to recognise the ir- 
reparable injury they are working to their 
country under false ideas of patriotisrs, 
it is unlikely that avy Government ino 
constitutional country -will ever be abla 
to put down doyeotting. The only 
hope for Japan, if’ these Guild boycotts 
are to be employed as an everyday fac- 
tor in dealing with foreign merchants, 
lies in the development of higher ‘bus- 
iness principles amongst Japanese mer- 
chants, the education of the race in the 
elements of ‘tight and wrong. Under 
the new trenties, with extraterritorlality 
abolished, foreigners will have. to rely 
on native.courts for the adjustment of 
all commordial disputes, and ifthe judges 
allow their prerogative to ‘be tampered 
with, a6.was.atiempted in: the case of 
Messrs Cornea and Co,, ‘there will be af 
end to all corifidence “in dealing 
with the Japanese, and. the foreign 
merchant will . Kave . to | adopt 
}imeasurea to: counteract the - hoycatt. 
Tf boycotting is permitted, if Guild and 
individual interests are alowed to ope
